appeal to the Supreme Court isa right 
which is indefeasible. If this right ofa 
citizen to appeal in cases invelving mere 
matters of property is unquestionable, 
certainly the man whose life or whose 
liberty is at stake can hardly be denied 
the same right of appeal. 

The right of appeal, without a suspen- 
sion of the sentence until the appeal is 
heard, would be valueless. In nine cases 
out of ten, the man would be hanged be- 
fore his case was heard. When the appeal 
is made, the supersedeas is a matter of no- 
cessity. When the Court is not in session, 
the order of supersedeas is issued by a 
single Judge; when the Court is in 
session, it is granted by the whole Court. 
It would be strangely inconsistent with 
justice for the Ceurt to refuse to hear 
what can be said in suppert of this man’s 
appeal, his life being involved. The 
Court has, therefore, properly decided to 
hear the appeal; but, that there may be 
‘ne substantial delay or defeat of justice, 
bas insisted that the case shall be 
heard at this term, and within twelve 
days, the sentence of the prisoner being 
suspended in the meantime. Though 
Rafferty may not be hanged on the 4th of 
October, his case will be determined at 
this term. If his conviction has been le- 
gal, then hie execution will be delayed 
but a week or ten days. In the meantime, 
the same Court will have determined the 
other appeals before it in cases of murder, 
and the prisoners, if the convictions be 
held valid, will all come back to be re- 
eentenced, and to be hanged together. 
There is no pretext for any intimation 
that the Supreme Court has in any wary 
interposed to either defeat or delay the 
ends of justice im this or in any other 
case; and, certainly, the friends of law 
and of justice can wait a few days longer 
for the triumph of law and the vindica- 
tion of justice in the manner provided by 
the Constitation, which at the same time 
protects the innocent as well as the guilty 
from the illegal administration of the law.
